The Koenigsbrueck-Schv^epnitz road was closed to civilian

Four sentries wearing red-bordered black epaulets checked all

Germans were turned back by the sentries* It was the impres- 
sion that new troop units had arrived in heues Lager which 
was still not occupied to capacity* About 120 soldiers 
were seen filling bedsacks* 


One officer and 31 soldiers wearing red-bordered green 
epaulets marched toward w eues i-ager on j.1 April 1950, Troops 
going toward Leues Lager - both individually and in groups - 
mostly wore red-bordered black epaulets with tank insignia
